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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  University  of  Oregon  divides  its  Portland  work  for  each 
academic  year  into  three  terms  and  a  summer  session.  The  dates 
in  Portland  correspond  to  the  dates  at  Eugene.  For  the  academic 
year  1922-1923  they  are:  Fall  term,  October  2-December  23; 
Winter  term,  January  8-March  31;  Spring  term,  April  9- June 
23;  Summer  Session,  about  June  25,  1923.  Terms  are  of  twelve 
weeks  each;  the  Summer  Session  of  6  weeks. 

The  office  of  the  Portland  School  of  Social  Work  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  652  Courthouse.  The  telephone  number  is  Main  3575. 
Executive  details  of  all  Portland  classes,  including  registration 
and  payment  of  fees,  are  handled  from  this  office.  Office 
hours  are  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  except  Saturdays  when  the 
hours  are  from  9.  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  only. 

For  location  of  the  several  classes,  look  under  the  description 
of  those  classes  in  this  announcement. 

University  credit  is  granted  all  Portland  classes,  and  is  counted 
as  residence  credit  toward  the  B.  A.  or  B.  S.  degree,  subject,  of 
course,  to  the  general  entrance  requirements  of  the  University. 

The  fee  of  the  Portland  School  of  Social  Work  is  $15.00  per 
term.  For  students  taking  only  class-room  work  and  not  field 
work,  the  fee  is  $5.00  per  term. 

The  registration  fee  is  payable  each  term  on  or  before  the  end 
of  the  second  week  of  the  term.  Students  making  remittance 
by  mail  should  be  careful  to  list  the  course  or  courses  taken,  and 
to  give  address,  telephone  number  and  occupation. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  discontinue  any  course 
because  of  the  smallness  of  the  enrollment.  Registration  fees 
seldom  meet  expenses  of  courses,  the  deficits  being  made  up  by 
the  University  of  Oregon. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Poll  land  School  of  Social  Work  of  the  University  of  Ore- 
gon begins  its  fourth  year  on  October  2,  1922.  The  School  is  a 
branch  of  the  School  of  Sociology  of  the  University  of  Oregon, 
and  will  handle  the  laboratory  and  city  phases  of  the  work.     Its 

aims   arc: 

1.  To  train  professional  social  workers; 

'_!.  To  prepare  for  greater  usefulness  that  large  and  steadily 
increasing  body  of  men  and  women  found  in  every  community 
who  are  able  to  do  volunteer  social  work; 

3.  To  do  all  it  can  to  keep  the  general  public  informed  and 
at  work  upon  its  social  problems. 

In  order  that  the  student  may  be  well  grounded  alike  in  theory 
and  practice,  one-half  of  the  time  is  devoted  to  class  work  and 
study,  and  the  other  half  to  the  doing  of  actual  work  under  com- 
petent supervision. 

The  Portland  School  of  Social  Work  is  organized  on  the 
principle  that  social  work  should  not  be  undertaken  without  pre- 
liminary training  in  the  field,  and  every  effort  is  spent  to  make 
this  pari  of  the  work  a  genuine  clinical  experience  comparable  to 
that  of  the  medical  student.  This  concurrence  of  field  work 
and  class-room  work  is  considered  essential  to  adequate  training. 

PORTLAND  AS  A  TRAINING  CENTER 

Portland  offers  many  advantages  to  the  social  workers  in 
training.  The  city  is  a  seaport  of  nearly  three  hundred  thousand 
population,  and  is  sufficiently  metropolitan  and  cosmopolitan  to 
present  practically  all  of  the  social  problems  of  a  modern  city. 
It  contains  a  variety  of  institutions  and  organizations,  covering 
a  wide  range  of  activities. 

The  small  town  and  rural  conditions  of  the  Willamette  valley 
and  especially  in  the  counties  adjacent  to  Portland  present  ex- 
ceptional opportunities  for  the  study  of  rural  problems  of  de- 
pendency, delinquency,  health,  child  welfare,  institutional  work, 

etc. 

The  State  institutions  for  defectives  and  delinquents  are  ac- 
cessible  by  auto,  trolley  or  train  in  two  hours  time  and  several 
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child-caring*  and  correctional   institutions  under  private  manage 
men!  lie  within  a  radius  of  a  few  miles  of  Portland. 

The  work  of  the  School  is  made  possible  by  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  a  number  of  the  strongest  social  welfare  organizations  in 
the   Northwest.     The  lisi   of  cooperating  organizations   includes:

Most  of  these  organizations  furnish  trained  supervisors  and 
instructors  in  the  field  work  of  the  school,  thus  affording  the 
student  practical  work  under  competent  supervision. 

The  presence  of  these  agencies,  together  with  its  climate  and 
geographical  position,  makes  Portland  an  ideal  training  center 
for  social  workers  in  the  Northwest. 

In  training-  social  workers  for  work  in  the  mountain  and 
coast  states,  the  Portland  School  possesses  a  peculiar  advantage 
over  eastern  training  schools.  With  apologies  to  Kipling,  "East 
is  East  and  West  is  West"  to  an  extent  which  is  only  appreciated 
by  resident  workers  on  the  coast  and  social  workers  from  the  east 
who  have  spent  several  years  in  the  west.  There  is  a  distinct  ad- 
vantage, therefore,  in  training  candidates  who  are  native  to  the 
western  country  in  an  institution  where  the  western  spirit  is  domi- 
nant. Persons  coming  to  the  west  with  the  intention  of  taking 
up  social  work  as  a  profession  will  do  well  to  come  west  for  their 
training,  thus  avoiding  the  possibility  of  jeopardizing  their  suc- 
cess as  social  workers  by  having  to  adapt  themselves  to  western 
attitudes  and  viewpoints  after  taking  responsible  positions.. 
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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS  AND  DEGREES 

The  Portland  School  of  Social  Work  offers  two  distinct  divis- 
ions of  social  work  training.  For  the  sake  of  clearness  these  are 
designated  General  Social  Work  and  Public  Health  Nursing.  The 
former  of  these  divisions  is  further  divided  as  follows: 

1.  General  Social  Work. 

Under  this  head  three  types'of  training  are  offered. 

First,  a  standardized  course  of  one  year  leads  to  the  B.A.  or 
B.S.  degree.  Candidates  for  this  course  will  offer  three  full 
years  of  college  work.  This  course  will  naturally  be  modified  to 
give  the  candidate  the  necessary  training  not  covered  in  previous 
college  courses. 

Second,  well  qualified,  mature  individuals  with  experience 
in  business,  teaching  or  social  work,  who  have  not  had  college 
training,  will  be  given  a  diploma  on  completion  of  a  two  year 
course.  Eligibility  for  entrance  in  each  case  shall  be  determined 
by  correspondence  or  in  conference  with  the  Director  of  the 
School  of  Social  Work. 

Third,  well  qualified,  mature  individuals  who  can  give  only 
one  year  to  the  work  of  training,  will  be  given  a  certificate  of 
training  on  completion  of  one  full  year  of  study  which  shall 
have  been  especially  modified  to  suit  the  needs  of  each  candidate. 
Eligibility  for  entrance  in  the  certificate  course  shall  be  determ- 
ined as  in  the  preceding  course,  by  correspondence  or  conference 
in  each  case.

IT.  Public  Health  Nursing. 

The   Division  of  Public  Health  Nursing  offers: 
First,  a   course  of  one  year  which  leads  to  the  B.S.  degree. 
Candidates   for  this  course  will  offer  two  full  years  of  college 
work  and  must  be  registered  nurses,  graduates  of  accredited  train- 
ing schools  for  nurses.     This  course  will  be  modified  to  give  the 
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individual  candidates  the  necessary  training  not  covered  in  prev 
ions  college  courses. 

Second,  a  course  of  one  year  which  leads  to  the  Public  Health 
Nursing  certificate.  Candidates  of  this  course  will  offer  a  fully 
completed  High  School  course,  or  its  equivalent  and  must  be 
registered  nurses,  graduates  of  accredited  training  schools  for 
nurses. 

Third,  well  qualifed  mature  registered  nurses,  graduates  of 
accredited  training  schools  for  nurses,  may  be  accepted  as  special 
students. 

(For  eligibility,  entrance  requirements,  etc.,  see  Division  on 
General  Work.) 

FELLOWSHIPS  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS 

A  movement  is  under  way  looking  toward  the  provision  of  a 
number  of  scholarships  and  fellowships  for  the  benefit  of  es- 
pecially well  qualified  and  promising  candidates  who  are  not  in 
position  to  give  the  time  and  bear  the  expense  incidental  to 
social  work  training  without  some  financial  assistance.  Definite 
announcements  cannot  be  made  at  this  time  but  persons  interested 
should  correspond  with  the  Director  of  the  School.    ; 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  adequate  field  work  cannot  be  given 
to  a  large  number  of  students,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
limit  the  number  received  in  the  school.  Co-operating  agencies 
furnish  the  facilities  for  adequate  training  for  only  forty  stu- 
dents at  one  time.  Even  this  number  must  include  first  and 
second  year  students.  Of  this  number,  health  agencies  are  in  posi- 
tion to  train  fifteen  candidates  for  Public  Health  Nursing.  The 
other  co-operating  agencies  make  possible  the  training  of  not 
more  than  twenty-five  candidates  for  other  fields  of  social 
work.  Owing  to  this  limitation,  it  becomes  highly  desirable  that 
candidates  wishing  to  enter  the  school  should  make  application  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  and  accompany  their  application  with 
a  statement  of  their  educational  equipment,  age,  experience  and 
other  qualifications  for  entering  upon  a  career  of  social  service. 
In  case  more  than  forty  applications  are  made,  the  Directors  of 
the  School  will  base  their  decisions  entirely  on  the  merits  of  the 
respective  candidates,  entrance  being  given  to  those  who  are  best 
qualified  to  take  advantage  of  the  training  offered. 
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ASSEMBLY 

In  order  thai  the  students  in  (lie  school  may  become  well  ac- 
quainted  with  each  other  and  with  the  entire  teaching'  staff,  and 
in  order  thai  there  may  be  opportunity  to  get  the  discussion  of 
important  matter  before  the  student  body,  there  will  be  a  weekly 
assembly  for  which  an  hour  is  reserved  in  the  schedule.  At- 
tendance at  the  assembly  is  obligatory.  Record  of  attendance  will 
be  kept  and  reports  on  addresses  and  discussions  at  the  assembly 
meetings  will  be  handled  in  the  same  manner  as  for  any  other 
class  period.  It  is  planned  to  have  some  member  of  the  faculty 
or  some  member  of  the  group  of  special  lecturers,  or  a  speaker 
of  well-known  reputation  in  social  work  from  other  parts  of  the 
country,  address  the  students  during  part  of  each  assembly  period. 
The  public,  and  especially  persons  interested  in  social  service, 
are  invited  to  attend  these  meetings. 

SOCIAL  WORKERS'  ASSOCIATION 

The  social  workers  of  Portland  and  vicinity  are  organized  as 
the  Social  Workers'  Associations  of  Oregon.  Weekly  luncheons 
are  held  in  a  local  hotel  on  Wednesdays  at  12  o'clock.  An  oppor- 
tunity will  be  offered  for  students  to  become  members  of  this 
association  on  payment  of  a  nominal  due  and  all  students  in  the 
school  are  expected  to  attend  the  meetings  of  this  association  for 
the  benefit  of  the  programs  offered  there.  The  customary  ar- 
rangement is  the  presentation  of  some  especial  phase  of  social 
work  by  a  speaker  of  prominence,  and  a  discussion  period  open 
to  all  in  attendance.  The  value  of  attending  these  meetings  con- 
sists in  hearing  and  participating  in  the  discussions  of  concrete 
problems  and  the  practical  application  of  social  theory. 

Following  is  a  list  of  persons  who  have  been  invited  to  give 
special  lectures,  or  series  of  lectures  in  connection  with  the  Port- 
land School  of  Social  Work  curriculum  on  special  occasions; 
or  in  connection  with  regular  classes;  or  at  the  weekly  assembly 
meetings;  or  at  the  fall  and  spring  convocations.  As  will  be 
noted,  each  occupies  a  position  which  makes  it  possible  for  the 
speaker  to  present  material  of  great  interest  to  the  student  body 
on  actual,  practical  experience  in  some  phase  of  social  service.

The 
necessity  of  proper  diagnoses  and  treatment  is  studied  in  con- 
nection with  case  records  which  demonstrate  special  problems  in 
such  as  physical  and  mental  illness,  the  immigrant  family,  the 
widowed  mother,  wayward  chidren,  the  feeble-minded,  etc.  Studies 
are  also  made  of  special  problems  of  small  and  rural  communities.
